The 
Wabash railroad was not completed 
to Logansport until 186, the first cars 
arriving here in the winter of that 
year. 
From that date business on 


the canal began to fall off and 5n 
18755 the old waterway -was aban- 
doned and the strip of ground it oc- 
cupied was sold in parcels and now 
much of it is being utilized for in- 
terurban railway purposes. The year 
1901 will be remembered as the date 
when electric cars began running 
regularly over the towpath of the old 
canal between Wabash and Peru, 
when the power of electricity sup- 
planted mule power, tl will be con- 
ceded by all that the old canal has 
been put to good use.- It is like a 
resurrection that will survive long 
after this 
generation has passed 


away, and probably forever. 
As a 


means of local transportation it will 
serve the steam road as the steam 
road served the canal—take its busi- 
ness. The^interurbans pass through 
the most picturesque region in the 
state and as summer lines will be tiie 
best patronized of any coming into 
Wabash. 
Other lines will be con- 


structed into Wabash that may pos- 
sess greater commercial value, but 
none will prove so valuable as a sum- 
mer resort line.

Mr. Jones was 79 years of age and

William Wilson Smith, for nearly 


sixty years a resident of Alien coun- 
ty, and one of its most higniy es- 
teemed pioneers, 
cued at 9 o'clock 


Monday evening at his home in Mar- 
ion township. 
SS.I. Smith's age was 


Tl years, 5 months and 13 days, and 
death came as the termination of an 
extended illness from Blight's dis- 
ease. Mr. Smith has long been prom- 
inent in the citizenship of the south- 
em part of the county. He was very 
widely known 
and universally es- 


teemed. 


Mr. Smith was born in Boss coun- 


ty, Ohio. December 6, 1825, and was 
reared in his native county, but at 
20 years of age determined to seek 
his fortune further westward. This 
was in 1845, and the sturdy young 
man 
made the journey from 
Ross 


county, Ohio, to Allen county, Indi- 
ana, afoot. 
He at once entered 
a. 


tract of land near Maples and took up 
the work of the pioneer in the unde- 
veloped country. 


He 
assessed 
Monroe 
township 


when there were but five residents 
of the township 
subject to assess- 


ment, and also had the distinction of 
having taught the first public school 
in Marion township. He was united 
in marriage in 1850 to Miss Cathe- 
rinn. Glock, and they at once moved 
upon a farm in Pleasant township, 
cleared the land and established a 
home there. 


Later the family removed to Wells 


county and 
resided 
there 
a few 


years, Mr. Smith 
being elected a 


county commissioner of Wells coun- 
ty in 1870. Before the expiration 
of his term of office Mr. Smith 
re- 


signed the place and the family re- 
turned to Allen county, Mr. Smith 
residing from that time until his 
death upon his farm, one-half mile 
south of Poe.

Judge Dallas says the de- 
cree'of the New Jersey court was not 
wade on the merits of the case, but 
upon the'ground that it would result 
in irreparable injury to no one and 
might soon be reviewed upon appeal, 
whereas an. order refusing the injunc- 
tion might have entailed much loss to 
the telegraph company. The. opinion 
quotes the contract of the Western 
Union company with 
the Pennsyl- 


vania railroad, dated September 20, 
1881, which contained a provision that 
after-,a period of twenty, years; upon 
written notice given by the railroad 
company, 
the 
telegraph company 


would be bound to remove its lines 
whenever requested. 
After quoting 


numerous 
authorities, the. opinion 


says:

''As it was hot asserted that the 


telegraph company had the right in- 
dependently of contract to maintain 
its lines upon the railroad; and in view 
of'the settled construction of the law, 
we cannot permit such a contention 
to. be recognized as the basis of juris- 
diction." 


The opinion concludes as follows: 


--"Having reached the conclusion that 
the fundamental position of the tele- 
graph company in each of these cases 
is untenable, the circuit court of west- 
ern Pennsylvania is 'affirmed and the 
decree of the New Jersey court is re- 
versed."
